The eight, after a six-hour battle with the gale, which swept 
the whole coast, were taken from the rigging of their sunken “— 
by the Danish steamer Pennsylvania and brought here. 


The Luckenbach, from Port Tampa 
to Baltimore, was about to anchor off 
the Tangier Gas buoy at the mouth 
of the Potomac when the Indrakaula 
caught here and cut her practically in 
two. She went down like a rock and 
only the men on deck had a chance 
for life. Capt. Gilbert of the Luck- 
enbach and his wife were among the 
lost. The Indrakaula, badly dam- 
aged, and in danger of sinking, drew 
off and beached, 

Some Fell Into Sea, 

The survivors had little more than 
taken to the topmost parts of the rig- 
ging of the submerged hulk. when the 
gale struck, and for six hours they: 
fought for life, while some of their 
number, exhausted, dropped off one by 
one to death. 

With a wind blowing a cyclonic veloc- 
ity and waves beating against them, 
the hardiest ones held fast until their 
clothing was torn to shreds and they 
were on the verge of exhaustion. Chief 
Engineer Chris Knudson was one of 
those in the rigging. He endured the 
gale until his hands were bleeding from 
gripping the ropes. He became exhaust- 
ed and sank. 

The Pennsvyivania, which came to 
their assistance, could not reach them 
at first even with lifeboats, because 
of the heavy sea. After many unsuc- 
cessful attempts life tines were run to 
the struggling men and they were 
taken off one at a time. When lifted 
on board the Pennsylvania some were 
unconscious. 

According to survivors, Capt. Gil- 
bert and the first and second off!- 
cers were on the bridge when the col- 
lision occurred. There was no oppor- 
tunity to give the alarm to those be- 
low. silbert made a desperate 
effort to reach his wife and when 
last seen was swimming after the 
sinking ship. 

No Chance for Boats. 

“T don’t know how I escaped,” said 
Chief Officer Hunt. “After the ship 
went down I found myself dangling 
in the rigging and there I stayed, Not 
a lifeboat was to be had, so quickly 
did the vessel go down. My clothes 
were torn to shreds by the high 
winds and the seas beat me almost 
into insensibility. Too much cannot 
be gaid in praise of the daring brav- 
ery displayed by the officers and crew 
of the Pennsylvania, who rescued 
us.” 

The Luckenbach now lies in about 
52 feet of water. 

One seaman climbed the lLucken- 
bach’s funnel stays as she went 
down. Finally he reached the rim of 
the stack and was safe for a moment. 
Then as the ship lurched her funnel 
broke loose and he was lost. 

The known survivors of the Luck- 
enbach’s crew are: /

REFERENDUM VOTE 
ADVOCATES: FIND 
LAGK OF SIGNERS 


Friends of 10 Measures Pro- 
posed for April Election 
Want Percentage Reduced. 











The attempt to bring about a referen- 
dum election next April, on 10 measures 
of public interest, is threatened with 
failure because of the difficulty of get- 
ting the required 23,000 signatures to the 
10 petitions. 

Representatives of the factions which 


are advocating the measures requested, 
Friday afternoon, at a hearing’ before 
the House of Délegates Committee on 
Legislation, that the required number 
of signatures to petitions calling for a 
vote on initiated ordinances be reduced, 
and announced that they feared the 10 
petitions could not be completed. 

The initiative and referendum law 
adopted last August requires that any 
petition for a méasure to be placed be- 
fore the people at a regular election 
shall bear the signatures of 15 per cent 
of the voters registered at the last elec- 
tion for Mayor. For special elections, 25 
per cent of the registered voters must 
sign a petition. 

Present Percentage Too High. 

Sheridan Webster, representing the 
People’s League, was one of the speak- 
ers at the meeting. He advocated the 
reduction of the percentage to 5 in the 
case of a regular election and to 10 for 
special elections. When Delegate Mc- 
Carthy asked why such a reduction was 
desired; Webster replied that the present 
percentage had been found to be too 
high. 

“IT seriously doubt that we will get 
enough signatures on the 10 petitions 
now being circulated,” he said. 

J. P. McDonough, representing the

“We find the 15 per cent regulation 
very burdensome and almost unreason- 
able,’ he said.

Robbers in a Revolver Battle in 
Chicago Escape Under a 
Cloud of Exhaust Smoke. 








WOMAN AIDS THE THIEVES 





Faints in Policeman’s Arms 
When He Starts Chase After 
Robbery, of Jewelry Store. 





By Assecilated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—Fifty detectives 
searched, today for the four automobile 
bandits who invaded the downtown dis- 
trict last night after robbing a North 
Side jewelry store of $1300 worth of dia- 
monds. The robbers fought two revolver 
battles with the police and caused ter- 
ror by firing into crowds of shoppers 
on one of the city’s principal streets. 

Patrolman Fred Stricken, who at- 
tempted to arrest the fleeing robbers be- 
cause they had no tail light on their 
eutomobile, was shot and beaten. He 
was reported in a serious condition. 

A round-up of suspicious characters 
in all parts of the city resulted in the 
arrest of 30 men. Detailed descriptions 
of the four bandits furnished by Patrol- 
man Frederick Stricken were telephoned 
to every police station in the city. 

The escape of the robbers was aided 
by @ fashionably dressed woman, wlio 
fainted in the arms of a uniformed po- 
liceman as he was drawing his revolver. 
As soon as the thieves were out of 
sight the woman recovered and aiaee- 
peared. — 

A few minutes later the bandits’ car 
was boarded by Stricken, who ordered 
them to drive to a police station. They 
wheeled into a quiet street with the 
policeman and there shot, stabbed and 
slugged him, and threw him off the car. 

The men abandoned their automobile 
end disappeared in a crowded section 
of the West Side. 

The raid and running fight was one of 
the most thrilling of the recent automo- 
bile bandit outrages. 

The thieves stole the car from in front 
of @ downtown business building late in 
the afternoon. A short time. later pass- 
ers In front of a Clark street jewelry 
store were startled by the crash of glass. 
Two men were beating in the show win- 
dow with bricks.. They seized’a tray of 
rings and leaped to the running board of 
&n automobile, which was moving slowly 
by the curb. . 

Policeman Charles Hanson ran _ up, 
reaching for his revolver, but at that 
moment a woman with a large feath- 
ered hat gave a shriek and threw herseif 
into his arms. Hanson could not draw 
his weapon, but two policemen in plain 
clothes who were pasging, opened ‘ire 
on the thieves, 

Bandits Return Fire. 

The bandits returned the fire as they 
clambered into the car and one of he 
thieves was seen to fall into a seat and 
is thought to have been wounded. 

Twenty shots were exchanged as the 
machine gathered speed. The chauffeur 
manipulated his exhaust <0 ‘hat it 
poured out a cloud of smoke, which 
aided in the escape. 

The plain clothes policemen ran after 
the car and at the next corner com- 
mandeered a passing high-powered aut )- 
mobile and ordered its chauffeur to pur- 
sue the thieves, who, however, had 
so good a start that. they made thir 
escape. | ee 

The bandits’ ‘car then was stopped by 
Policeman Stricken in a traffic jam, 2 
few blocks from the scene of the rob- 
bery. 

“Jump in, Old Man.” 

“Jump in, old man, and we'll take you 
to the station house,’’ said one of the 
men to Stricken. 

The policeman stood on the -running 
board and told the men which way to 
go.

That T. L. Anderson Will Be

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.— 


Gov.-Elect Major told a Post-Dispatcn 
correspondent today that he would 
not appoint the Excise and Election 


Commissioners of St, Louis until after 
his inauguration, Jan. 13. He said 
that he had not considered the many 
applications for these appointments, 
but when he got around to the sut- 
ject would take them up and dispo: 
of them promptly. 

“There will be no deputy governor 
in St. Louis,” said Major. “I shall be 
responsible to the people for the con- 
duct of my office. I expect to make 
my Own appointments without dicta- 
tiog from anyone. 

“T have always believed in standing 
by the friends who stood by me. I 
expect to surround myself in office by 
friends whose loyalty cannot be ques- 
tioned. “But I am going to be the 
Governor and will be responsible for 
the success or the mistakes of the 
office. 

“There is no occasion for hurry in the 
St. Louis appointments. The Election 
Commissioners’ terms expire Jan. 15, but 
they hold over until their Successors are 
appointed.* The Excise Commissioner 
holds office at the pleasure of the Gov- 
ernor. As for the Police Commissioners, 
I have not given them any considera- 
tion. I am not going to be hurried into 
making any appointments. I want to 
take the time to get the right man for 
each place.’’ 

While it is generally believed that 
yovernor-elect Major has definitely 
promised the excise cormmissionership 
tu. Thomas lL. Anderson, he would not 
confirm the report. Anderson was one 
of his loyal supporters in the primary 
contest and was his former neighbor 
in Pike County. 

Some opponents of Anderson recently 
tried to induce former Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Bolte to seek the appointment. 
Major said he had received no applica- 
tion from Bolte.

Attacked on the Street. 

His story is that at Eighth and Wash 
streets two men asked him for money 
and that as he started to run one of 
them struck him over the head with a 
revolver, knocking him down. He said 
the other then hacked him with an ax. 

He was hurriedly sent to the city hos- 
pital and detectives began an investiga- 
tion. 

From Paul Miki, bartender in the sa- 
loon for Tony Quartroacli, 700 Wash 
street, they learned that Meccla had 
spent the greater part of the evening 
there in company with two Italians.

Meccia told him the 
two men with whom he had been play- 
ing had followed him to his room, brok- 
en down the locked door and then had 
hacked him with a hatchet.

Wearying of it, he firmly re- 
jects the strange woman’s love. Sho 
strives to regain her power over him by 
giving him the keys of entrance into the 
magic apartments “wherein are stored 
all things that mankind seeks.” But 
Richard throws the keys away, and, 
as he sings a song of pure love, the 
scene changes to a peasant’s hut. Wan- 
dering out from this hut, Richari dis- 
covérs Isabella asleep on the rustic 
bench in the garden where the story 
had its beginning—and it has all been 
but a dream in which she, too, shared 
in the dreamin;z! 

The play’s action ts deftly shaped and 
there is a quite sincere poetic tnought 
revealed in the development of Mr. Ter- 
ry’s little fairy fantasy. The final 
teaching is that “‘home-Kéeping hearts 
are happiest’’ and that pure and inno- 
cent love is humanity’s richest posses- 
sion.

AN INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION, 


HE modern city is a result of 
: changes in the manner of living. 
In a little over a century, life has 
been almost completely revolutionized. 
These changes developed mainly be- 
tween 1750 and 1850. No other changes 
since the fall of the Roman empire com- 
pare with them in importance. In theii 
present effects on life, they are much 
greater than those which immediately 
followed the fall of the Roman empire. 
In the main, they are most directly due 
io the development of the ‘‘factory sys- 
tem.’’ This “modern industrial system’”’ 
hardly dates back to 1730. Before the 
birth of Benjamin Franklin, the work 
of supplying the world with clothing as 
well as with food was done chiefly by 
workers at hcme. During the eighteenth 
century, especially during the second 
half of it, machines began to take the 
place of handwork in spinning and 
weaving. Before the close of the 
eighteenth century this had already de- 
veloped the factory system in its firs’ 
stage, both in England and France. It 
had developed far enough in England to 
force demands on the “American colo- 
nies” which resulted in “‘the war of the 
revolution.’’ The Roman tmperial sys- 
tem of controlled colonies, modernized 
to suit the demands of the factory sys- 
tem, was revived politically in a spirit il- 
lustrated in the case of John Hewson. 
Franklin smuggled him into Pennsy])- 
vania before the revolution began. That 
is, Hewson was induced to leave En- 
gland, in spite of the British policy of 
preventing the development of colonial 
industries. He was the first calico 
printer to reach America. He was 80 
far Americanized that he fought the 
British at Monmouth. They captured 
him, but he escaped. Then they set a 
reward of £0 on his head “because of 
his skill in a branch of industry in 
which England wished to suppress 
eolonial competition.’’ A _ single inoi- 
dent of this kind m&y throw more light 
on the history of a century than we can 
get from a volume of ordinary history. 
It i¢ from Perry Walton's “Story of 
Textiles, a Bird'’s-Eye View of the His- 
tory of the Beginning and the Growth 
of the Industry by Which Man Is 
Clothed.” Such a history complete would 
be the story of the development of the 
human mind. It would take in every- 
thing of greatest importance from the 
life of the cave man to date. The 
author outlines this. His work of great- 
est value belongs to the decisive period 
since 1750. Without knowing at least 
as much of the meaning of this as he 
gives, no one can even begin to under- 
stand the realities of life this year, Yer

The Democracy here meant 

is the form of government bearing that 

name, the criticism being quite as much 

directed against Republican mistakes

For a good part of half a century E4- 
win Lawrence Godkin was a potent 
force in the intellectual and political life 
of America. He founded in 1865 The Na- 
tion, a weekly periodical devoted to lit- 
erature, art and politics, making it the 
medium in the two former departments 
for expression by some of the ablest 
critics in America, while in the last 
appeared his own: unsparing exposures 
of the faults and follies, falsehoods and 
sins of those legislators who in the pe- 
riod of reconstruction ‘“‘played such fan- 
tastic tricks before high heaven as make 
the angels weep,”’ exposing with a bit- 
ing sarcasm that some might call vit- 
riolic, the mistakes of Congress during 
that period. Bossism, favoritism and 
slavery to party were treated in the 
game vigorous fashion. Never having 
a large subscription list, the Nation 
made its influence felt far beyond those 
narrow limits, becoming popularly 
known as the “Weekly Day of Judg- 
ment.”” It would not be easy to say 
how much the present widespread move- 
ment for political betterment owes to 
Edwin Lawrence Godkin. 

As a fitting memorial of this ploneer 
of political reform the Godkin lectures 
have been established at Harvard Uni- 
versity. The lecturer in the spring of 
1909 was George Arthur Sedgwick, who 
entitled his lectures “Some Unseftled 
Questions in Popular Government.” 
They are published now under the title 
of the third of the six lectures in the 
course. The lectures are “printed sub- 
stantially as delivered,’’ with but few 
additions relating to present issues. 
The nature of “The Democratic Mis- 
take” can be made clear only after 
some preliminary statements. 

The third lecture, which gives its 
title to the volume, defines ‘‘The Demo- 
cratic Mistake” as “‘the view that re- 
sponsibility is to be secured by popular 
and “by 
introducing universal suffrage to se- 
cure responsibility by introduc- 
ing the elective principle into all 
offices of government wherever prac- 
ticable, and, to make doubly sure, by 
making the tenure as short as pos- 
sible.” “‘At this point,’’ says the writer, 
‘having stated what I believe the Dem- 
ocratic mistake to be, it seems best, 
for the sake of clearness, to state more 
explicitly what I belleve to be the true 
—and opposed—theory. I believe thut 
the only effective method of securing 
responsibility to the people (by which Is 
meant in most cases the faithful and ef- 
ficient discharge of official duty as pre- 
scribed by law) is secure tenure (involv- 
ing necessarily infrequent’ elections), 
and that the responsibility actually se- 
cured by frequent elections and con- 
sequent insecure tenure {is responsibility 
less to the people than to arbitrary and 
irresponsible private employer or em- 
ployers, at the head of what is known 
as the Machine; that through it the 
boss of bosses of the machine become 
the real master or masters of the 
so-called servant of the state, clinching 
his allegiance by means of the slavery 
of an office controlled through the party 
nomination and party vote, and exacting 
in return for such security {mplicit 
obedience not to the state, but to them- 
selves.”’ 

The following lecture deals with “‘Pat- 
ronage and the Machine,” the next with 
‘Imitations.”” Decidedly opposed to an 
elective judiciary, as tending to put that 
office under boss rule, the writer adds 
in a footnote his objections to the re- 
call of judges and decisions by popular 
vote. He says in part: 

‘‘The objection to the ‘recall’ of judgss 
by popular vote is that it is a blow at 
the individual independence of the judge. 
A judge subject to such a process ts 
less independent than if his tenure of 
office Is dependent on the machine; for 
his 4ismissal may be by sudden whim, 
while even a judge who has secured 
his nomination from a ‘boss’ holds :t 
least till his term runs out, or until he 
is removed for cause, |. ¢.. by fmpeach- 
ment. If the recall or dismissal fs to 
be by the Legislature, such a dismis- 
sion is practically provided for already 
in existing constitutions, by an orderly 
representative procedure. The diff- 
culty with the recall of decisions fs that 
it Is founded on a confusion between a 
judicial decision or jadgment, and the 
opinion of a court.” 

After expanding this statement at 
some length, the note closes In a mode 
of expression not strictly judicial:

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CONGRESS MUST 
Only One Appropriation Meas- 
ure Passed by House, Big 


Ones Still to Come Up. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.-—With final 
adjournment of the Sixty-becond Con- 


gress exactly two months away, the 
House today fonfronted a jammed “al- 
endar and a grist of supply bills that 
promise weary days and sleepless nights 
for the legislators up to the final mo- 
ment of the session. 


Only a single appropriation bill, the 


legislative, executive and judicial supply | 


measure, has been passed by the House. 
The Indian appropriation bill now is un- 
der consideration and should be com- 
pleted early next week. The big appro- 
priation measures, which involve a vast | 
amount of detail likely to cause — 
discussion, still are to come. 

The postoffice appropriation bill sini 
been reported from the committee and 
is awaiting action by the House. The 
Military Affairs Committee ‘has prac-| 
tically completed the army bill, which 
is expected to develop considerable frac- 
tion. 

Besides these, there remain the naval 
appropriation bill with its prospects for 
a fight on the battleship program; the 
military academy bill, the agricultural 
eppropriation bill, the fortifications ap- 
propriation bill, the voluminous sundry 
civil bill and the two so-called ‘‘pork 
barrel’ bills for river and harbor im- 
provement and public buildings, 

With these prospects piled up for the 
next two months, Representative Fitz- 
flerald, chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, declared today that the 
House would be forced soon to call night 
sessions for the consideration of appro- 
priation bills. He safd that committees 
would have the supply measures ready 
for action on the floor before the House 
was ready for them. 

Fitzgerald believes general legislation 
will have little chance on the floor. 

Members of the House are looking 
forward to about a month of night and 
day grinding just before the conclusion 
of the session, and the leaders already 
are making plans to hold g quorum of 
members that work may be rushed 
through.

Counsel Says All of $1,100,000 
Bond Required Will Be 
Raised in Two Weeks. 





$500,000 ALREADY RAISED 


Money to Be Provided in Home 
Cities of the Convicted Men 
by Individuals. 


CHICAGO, Jan, 4.—In three weeks, at 
the outside, according. to P. H. O’Don- 
nell, attorney for the imprisoned labor 
leaders at Leavenworth, bonds will be 
furnished and the men convicted in the 
dynamite conspiracy trial at Indianapo- 
lis will be liberated. With more than 
$500,000 already pledged in Chicago 
toward the $1,100,000 required as aggre- 
gate bond for the prisoners, efforts were 
renewed here today toward raising the 
balance. 

“We know where we are to get the 
ponds,” said O'Donnell. Individual se- 
curity will be furnished in each in- 
stance. I expect it will take about two 
weeks to get the money together. It 
would not be advisable just now to give 
the names of our bondsmen. Printed 
forms for scheduling property have been 
mailed East and West to facilitate pre- 
paring the bonds. 

“Chicago will take care of its own 
men and about 15 others. Milwaukee and 
Minneapolis will raise the bonds for 
the two men who live in those cities. 
Peoria labor officials have notified us 
that they will take care of their. men. 
San Francisco will furntsh bonds for the 
men who live on the coast.”’ 

Bonds aggregating $1,100,000 must be 
given if 32 of the 33 convicted labor lead- 
ers are to take advantage of the grant- 
ing of a writ of supersedeas by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
in this city. 

Whether this sum can be obtained was 
admitted by counsel for the defendants 
to be a matter of grave doubt, but they 
expressed the belief that at least some 
of it could be secured, enough to accom- 
plish the liberty of President Irank M. 
Ryan and a few others until a decision 
has been reached on an appeal for the 
filling of which the Court allowed 60 days. 

Does Not Apply to Hockin. 

The decision involves only 32 of the 
men now in the Leavenworth peniten- 
tlary, as Herbert S. Hockin, designated 
among his fellow prisoners as the “‘in- 
former,’’ will not appeal. 

Judges Baker and Seaman heard the 
arguments and the decision was given 
orally by Judge Baker. He took occa- 
sion to intimate that undue haste was 
manifested in Indianapolis in committing 
the defendants to prison. | 

The writ was issued largely on the 
point raisel by the defense that the 
iron workers were convicted of a contin- 
uing offense—a conspiracy to commit of- 
{enses continuously. 

In fixing the amount of bail the Court 
was influenced by the fact that the of- 
fenses involved are not extraditabdle. 
Judge Anderson, who presided over the 
trial court at Indianapolts, was auth- 
orized to pass on the suitability and 
adequacy of any bonds offered. Dis- 
trict Attorney Miller of Indianapolis, 
who represented the Government at che 
proceedings, stated that the bonds of 
surety companies probably would be ac- 


ule in property twice the amount of the 
bond. 

A basis of $10,000 for each year’s sen- 
tence was used by the Court in fixing 
the amount of the bonds. As Ryan was 
sentenced to serve seven years, his bond 
was fixed at $70,000, and the same ratio 
was preserved throughout for the other 
convicted men. 

Judge Baker said, in commenting on 
the errors alleged by the defense against 
the trial court: 


Possibility of Great Error. 
“In this case the writ of error is an 


absolute right; a writ of supersedaes is 
not an absolute right. It has been the 
practice of Federal criminal prosecu- 
tion, however, to allow writs of supe-- 
sedeas so as to release prisoners on bail 
until the case is finally decided on re- 
view. While the judgment of the trial 
court presumably is correct, yet there 
is a possibility of substantial error— 
error so great that a conviction should 
not be sustained. 

“For that reason defendants should

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During the past eight years St. Louis | 
has obtained the reputation of being the 
most law-abiding of all large cities in the 
country. At the present time St. Louis 
is committed to the proposition that laws 
must be enforced, and if unwise laws are 
on the books they should be amended, but 
never’ ignored. This enviable reputation 
was obtained for St. Louis by Gov. Folk 
and Gov. Hadley with the cordial co-oper- 
ation of such able and conscientious offi- 
cials as A. C. Stewart, Andrew C. Maroney, 
Theodoric R. Bland, Thomas E. Mulvihill, 
Thomas A. Skinker, A. A. B. Woerheide, 
Hobart Brinsmade, A. L. Abbott, Henry S. 
Caulfield, Edwin W.. Lee, Henry Kortjohn 
Jr., R. P. Spencer and others who might 
be mentioned. 

The present movement for home rule is 
properly supported for two reasons: First, 
because of a general feeling that St. Louis 
should no longer occupy the humiliating 
position of a satrapy; and second, be- 
cause of a fear that inefficient officials 
may be named by the appointing power 
at Jefferson City, as so frequently hap- 
pened prior to eight years ago. Mr. Sam- 
uel D. Capen has frankly stated that his 
chief reason for supporting the present 
movement is a fear that some Governor in 
the future, through unwise appointments. 
might bring back a period of lax enforce- 
ment of ldw such as prevailed prior to 
eight years ago, especially during the 
street car strike in 1900.

The short ballot is'‘a 
concrete reform advocated by the entire 
Progressive party, and by the progressive 
element in both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties. For many years the 


ballot has been Woodrow Wilson. In his 
famous Harrisburg speech of June 45, 
19114—the speech which secured for him 
the sympathy of the Bryan wing of his 
party—he listed the short ballot as one 
of the items in the “liberal program” of the 
Democratic party. If the Democratic party 
of Missouri adopts home rule with elective 
commissioners, the Democratic party of 
Missouri will commit itself to a policy that 
has been repeatedly denounced by Wood- 
row Wilson as pre-eminently conducive to 
boss rule. The incident would naturally 
be interpreted as another sign that the 
Democratic party in Missouri is half- 
hearted in its loyalty to Woodrow Wilson's 
theory of governmental reform.

The third plan is that of the Business 
Men’s League. According to this plan, as 
originally formulated by a most competent 
lawyer after the League’s wishes were 
made known to him, all commissioners 
would be appointed by the Mayor without 
any power in the Governor to recall. The 
number of police commissioners would be 
reduced to one high-salaried man, who 
would have to be a resident of St. Louis 
for at least four years prior to his ap- 
pointment. 

The fourth plan is that of the Civic 
League. After mature deliberation, those 
acting for the Civic League have concluded 
that home rule should not be advocated 
at all as far as the election laws of the 
state are concerned. As a general rule 
throughout the country, legislators have 
adopted the view that the chief officers 
to administer election laws in large cities 
should not be selected in the same way or 
by the same power as the chief officers to 
administer the police laws are selected. In 
Missouri, the state at large is vitally inter-

are State laws and not local laws. The 
Civic League also recommends .a repeal of 


the humiliating feature of the present law 
which makes it mandatory on the munici- 
pal assembly to pass any appropriation 
recommended by the department of metro- 
politan police. The only legitimate excuse 
ever offered for this feature of the present 
law was the fear that members of the 
municipal assembly would refuse to pass 
any appropriation unless permitted to dic- 
tate appointments. A better way to pre- 
vent such criminality on the part of the 
municipal assembly would be to establish 
the merit system by law. Under the pres- 
ent able management of the Police Board, 
the merit system has been established by 
executive order. One simple sentence en- 
acted into state law would make it im- 
possible for any future police commission- 
ers to abandon the merit system. 

The Civic League agrees with the Busi- 
ness Men's League that the metropolitan 
police force should be administered by one 
high-salaried commissioner. The Civic 
League emphatically disagrees with the 
Business Men's League in so far as the 
latter is committed to the antiquated idea 
that the police commissioner should neces- 
sarily be a resident of St. Louis for four 
years prior to his appointment.

The pearl divers of Japan are wom- 
en. Along the coasts of the Bay of 
Ago and the. Bay of Kokasho the J3 
and 14 year old girls, after they have'| 
finished the primary schools work, 
go to sea and learn to dive. Thoy 
are in the water and learn to swim 
almost from babyhood. They wear 
a special dress, with the hair twisted 
up into a hard knot. The eyes are 
protected by glasses to prevent the 
entrance of water. 

A boat in command of men is as- 
signed to every five or ten women 
divers to carry them to and from the 
fishing grounds. When the divers ar- 
rive on the grounds they leap into 
the water at once and begin to gather 
oysters at the bottom.

A Fish Out of Water. 

Aras that can live out of -water for 

months, possibly for a year, has re- 
cently been added to the Museum of 
Natural History in New York. It came 
from Africa. The specimen is called a 
lungfish because when out of water it 
inhales air as if it were a land animal, 
though when in the water it breathes 
through gills. The fish was received at 
the museum in a dormant condition 
coiled up in a cocoon, deeply sunken in a 
clod of earth which had been dug up 
from a dried-up river bottom in Africa. 
When received at the museum the cake 
of earth showed a little tunnel-like open- 
ing where the fish burrowed in the soft 
mud and through which later it secured 
its supply of air.- As far as is known, 
this is the second specimen of a lungfish 
ever brought to thfs country, and will be 
viewed with great interest by the many 
visitors to the museum.—The Christian 
Herald. ;
